D. C., a collection of beautiful dwarf growing Trades- 
cantias was sent us. Pauline, Cattleya-mauve. Iris 
Pritchard, pure white flowers faintly tinted with violet. 
James Stratton, rich pure deep blue flowers in abund- 
ance. Purple Dome, vividly brilliant purple flowers 
which sparkle with life in sunlight. James Weguelin, 
free-flowering with porcelain-blue flowers from June 
until September. All grow about 12 inches tall, and are 
well behaved, easily grown garden plants.

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TRITOMA, Springtime (Page 71) 


A fascinating new hardy Tritoma which flowers in late 
June and July. The upper part of the flower is rich 
coral-red, the lower half ivory-white. These sparkling 
and clear contrasting colors hold one’s attention. It is 
hardy and will winter most anywhere. 


VIOLA, Catherine Sharp (Page 72) 


The flowers are rich violet-blue with lots of character 
and style, grow on stiff stems long enough to permit 
their picking and use for cut flowers. Fine for winter 
flowering in cold frame. 


New Hedge Plant 


THORNLESS BERBERIS THUNBERGI (Pg. 150) 


Here is something many gardeners have been looking 
for. A Barberry without thorns. Innumerable instances 
can be mentioned where this shrub would fit in per- 
fectly because it does not prick you when coming in 
contact with it. In every other respect it is the same 
as the common Barberry, same fruit and brilliant foliage 
in autumn but No Thorns. 


New Shrubs 


BUDDLEIA, Flaming Violet (Page 153) 


The most brilliant of ‘the Butterfly Bushes. The flowers 
are colored an intense imperial purple or doge-violet, 
magnificent under electric light, and make a big show 
in the garden. 


BUDDLEIA, Fascinating (Page 153) 


A soft orchid shaded variety, the best in this color, 
superb for cutting, and a beautiful garden plant. For- 
tune, though introduced in 1939, is still the best of 
the lilac-blue Buddleias. 





Rose, Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek 
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DAPHNE, Somerset (Page 159) 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers. 
The fragrance is not unlike that of Daphne Cneorum. 
The foliage is rich dark green, giving the plants the 
effect of Boxwood and it remains green until the be- 
ginning of March when the new leaves push the old 
ones off the branches. 


LACE FLOWER HYDRANGEA (Acuminata) 
(Page 162) 


This new variety is outstanding for its delicately beau- 
tiful and very decorative flat umbels of blooms. The 
small inner flowers are light blue tinted and surrounded 
by large white and rose sterile flowers. The effect 
created is delicate and lacy. The foliage is bronzy 
green, happily contributing to the general effect. 


DOMOTOI (Hardy semi-double Hydrangea) 
(Page 162) 


This beautiful hardy variety produces large globe- 
shaped clusters of flowers 12 to 15 inches in diameter, 
composed of immense semi-double flowers. Very fre- 
quently the main stem produces 3 or 4 additional small- 
er bloom clusters below the main flower head creating 
a veritable bouquet. The flower heads are well above 
the foliage and last 8 to 10 weeks or more. The color 
is pure pink on alkaline soil but will change to a mag- 
nificent blue if the plant is grown in acid soil. 


HYPERICUM PATULUM, Sungold (Page 165) 


A beautiful, dwarf, shapely shrub which grows into an 
almost completely oval globe of 22 to 3 feet in diam- 
eter and about 18 to 24 inches in height, densely 
covered with foliage that is handsome throughout the 
summer.

MOCK ORANGE (Philadelphus) Atlas (Page 168) 


This giant-flowered Mock Orange, with its pure white 
blooms as large as those of Dogwoods, will be sen- 
sational in your garden and we predict will replace 
many of the more common and indifferent shrubs. This 
magnificent hybrid came to us a few years ago from 
France. Hardy, of easy culture, grows most anywhere, 
good upright habit, and covered with immense blooms 
which slightly lack being 3 inches in diameter that are 
magnificent for cutting.

PHILADELPHUS, Belle Etoile (Page 168) 


The milky-white flowers are most unusual in that they 
have a conspicuous, light purple blotch in the center.

It’s a vigorous, but neatly growing shrub, develops with 
age into a good looking plant of about 5 feet in height.

PHILADELPHUS, Innocence (Page 168) 


The long arching branches carry a wealth of large 
single alabaster-white flowers. So heavily loaded with 
flowers are the slender branches as to assume the ap- 
pearance of sheaves of bloom. They are of such purity 
of whiteness as to make all other Mock Oranges seem 
gray by comparison. The fragrance is delightful, more 
delicate, yet more penetrating, than that of Jasmine. 


PHILADELPHUS, Enchantment (Page 168) 


New double Mock Orange, a gorgeous shrub. Has 
erect branches furnished with long thick panicles of 
double white flowers. The blossoms are set very closely, 
creating a most striking effect.

POTENTILLA fruticosa, Gold Drop (Page 171)

It has been on test at Wayside 
Gardens for five years, and has successfully wintered without 
protection all kinds of weather that occurred during those 
several years. 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers in clus- 
ters 6 to 8 inches long.

Culture. All will succeed in any good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. A 
too rich soil should be avoided. Plant in autumn or early spring, 8 to 
10 inches apart. As nearly all grow freely, it is advisable to lift, divide, 
and replant every third year.

Unquestionably this Novae-Angliae 
proves to be a worthy rival of the older sort, and because of its un- 
usually late flowering period will at least supplement it, if not replace 
it entirely. ; :

On soils of a light or medium nature dig 
in plenty of well-decayed manure. In those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. The plants are best grown in groups of 
three or six. Allow a distance of at least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in autumn or 
early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be 


expected later on.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks or rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Thoroughly mix a liberal supply of good brown 
peat with the existing soil, to give a good start. When the plants have 
become over-grown, lift, divide and replant early in April or fall. For 
a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

Food. Planting may be done in fall or spring in a sunny border. Set the plants 1@,inches apart. Lift and divide every 
three or four years or they will become crowded, resulting in poor. small flowers. Never let plants go to seed, never 
water overhead, always keep blooms and foliage dry, letting hose run slowly on the ground. This method of watering 


prevents mildew.

CARE OF TREE ROSES 


Plant in spring and stake securely, tying them with strips of rubber or 
cloth to prevent chafing the stems, and then treat the crown like any 
Hybrid Tea. 

PRUNING: Cut back the crowns of freshly planted Standards to 3 or 
4 eyes. Subsequent pruning consists of cutting back the past season’s 


growth to 3 or 4 eyes. 

WINTER PROTECTION: Cut the plant away from the stake, then 
bend the stem slowly till the head rests on the ground. Loosening the 
roots with a digging fork, on the side opposite from that in which the 
plant is to be bent, will allow the bending to be done without too much 
strain. Drive a stake in at the neck and tie securely, then cover the 
head with soil. Protect stem by wrapping in burlap or paper.

Rugosa Roses are particularly valuable for hardiness, healthiness, and 
ability to thrive under most adverse conditions of soil and climate, with- 
standing almost anything. 

They are distinguished by erect, very spiny stems, and by their tough, 
curiously wrinkled or rugose foliage. Particularly valuable for hedges or 
shrubberies in seashore gardens and regions where the winters are very 
severe. Many are everbloomers.

ACHIMENES 


Until a few years ago we thought that these charming little summer 
flowering bulbs could be cultivated only in greenhouses.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in. tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally 
thought. Descriptions below are condensed because the species 
to which each variety belongs covers the major points. The two 
important species are: Wisteria Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, 
characterized by large fragrant flowers in compact clusters of 
medium length. They come into bloom very young and all the 
flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as 
Wisteria Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender 
racemes of smaller flowers. Those at top are fully open while 
the lower ones are only small unopened buds. This of course 
lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are pretty well 
out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner 
to induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seed- 
lings or plants improperly propagated may go eight or ten years 
without ever producing a flower. We maintain that if wood 
is the main thing wanted, it is more economical to patronize 
a lumber yard than a nursery. 


For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves 
have fallen; never during spring or summer as this induces too 
much growth and no flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias 
to full sun if you want an abundance of blooms.

FLOWERING ALMONDS, PLUMS AND PEACHES 


Among the Flowering Prunes are several handsome shrubs called vari- 
ously: Flowering Plums, Flowering Cherries, Flowering Almonds and Flowering 
Peaches. They are so well known that they do not need any introduction.

FLOWERING PEACHES 


The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being in 
color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely pruned 
every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before growth starts.

All growth 
of the previous season should be cut back to about 8 inches. Don’t touch 
them in the fall as that is simply cutting off potential flowers.
